That the Danes obſerved thus practice, their own Antiquities do frequent- 
ly confirm, and it ſtands preciſely delivered by Adolphus Cypriws, as the learn- 
ed f Wermixs hath obſerved. Dani olim in memoriam Regum & Heroum, ex 
terra Coatervata ingentes moles, Montinm inſtar eminentes, erexiſſe, credibile omni- 
no ac probabile eſt, atque illis in l»xis ut plurimum, quo ſepe homines commearent, 
argue iter haberent, ut in viis publicis poſteritati memoriam conſecrarent, & quodam- 
mods immortalitati mandarent, And thelike Monuments are yet to be obleryed 
in Norway and Denmark, in no (mall numbers. 

So that upon a ſingle view and outward obſervation they may be the 
Monuments of any of theſe three Nations : Although the greate{t number, 
not improbably, of the Saxons 3 who fought many Barrels with the Britaines 
and Danes, and alſo between their own Nations, and left the proper name 
of Burrows for theſe Hills ſtill retained in many of them, as the (even 
Burrows upon Sali:b#ry Plain, and in many other parts of England. : 

But of theſe and the like Hills there can be no clear and affured decifon 
without an ocular exploration, and ſubterraneous enquiry by cutting through 
one of them either dire&ly or croſs-wiſe. For fo with leſſer charge difco- 
very may be made what is under them, and conſequently the intention of 
their erection. | : 

For if they were raiſed for remarkable and eminent Boundaries, then 
about their bottom will be found the laſting ſubſtances of burnt Bones of 
Beaſts, of Aſhes, Bricks, Lime or Coals. 

If {lms be found , they might be erected by the Reman: before 
the term of Urn-burying or cuſtom of burning the dead expired : bur 
if raiſed by the Romans after that period 3 Inſcriptions , Swords, Shields 
and Arms after the Reman mode, may afford a good diſtintion. - 

Bur if theſe Hills were made by Saxons or Danes, diſcovery may be 
made from the faſhion of their Arms, Bones of their Horſes, and other 
diſtinguiſhing ſubſtances buried with them. 

And for ſuch an attempt there wanteth not encouragement. For alike 
' Mount or Burrow was opened in the days of King Henry the Eighth up- 
on Barham Down in Kent, by the care of Mr. Thomas Digges and charge of 
Sir Chriſtopher Hales; and a large Ulra with Aſhes was found under it, as is 
delivered by Thomas Twinns De Rebus Albionicis , 2 learned Man of that 
Country, Sub incredibili Terre acervo, Urna cinere offium magnorum fragments 
plena, cum galeis, chypeis encis & ferreis rubigine fere conſumptis, inuſitate magni- 
tudinis, eruta eft : ſed nulla inſcriptie nomen, nullum teſt imonium tempur, aut forty- 
nam exponebant : and not very long ago, as * Camden delivereth, in one of 
the Mounts of Bark/ow Hills in Eſſex, being levelled there were found three 
Troughs, containing broken Bones, conceived to have been of Danes: 
and in later time we find, that a Burrow was opened in the Ifle of A, 
\wherein fourteen Urns were found with burnt Bones in them 3 and one 
more neat than the reſt, placed in a Bed of fine white Sand, containing

Now, why the Oracle ſhould place ſuch conſideration upon the Boges 
of Oreſtes the Son of m——_ a mad man and a murtherer, if not to 
promote the idolatry of the Heathens, and maintain a ſuperſtitious vene- 
ration of things of no activity, it may leave no "ary jr 

Or why, ina buſineſs ſo clear in his knowledge, he ſhould aftect ſo obſcure 
expreſſions it may alſo be wondred z if it were not to maintain the wary 
and evalive method in his anſwers : for, ſpeaking obſcurely in things beyond 
doubt within his knowledge, he might be more tolerably dark in matters 
beyond his preſcience. A 

Though EI were inſcribed over the Gate of Delphes, yet was there no 
uniformity in his deliveries. Sometimes with that «bſcurity as argued a fearful! 
prophecy ; ſometimes ſo plainly as might confirm a ſpirit of divinity 3 ſome- 
times morally, deterring from vice and villany ; another time virionſly, and in 
the (pirit of bloud and cruelty : obſervably modeſt in his civil xnigma and 
pzriphratis of that part which old N#«me would plainly * name, and 4edea 
would not underſtand, when he adviſed «A#gexs not to draiv out his foor 
before, uncill he arriv'd upon the Athenian ground 5, whereas another time 
he ſeemed too literal in that unſeemly epithet unto Cams King of 
t Cyprus, and put a beaſtly trouble upon all «&gypr ro find out the 
Urine of a true Virgin. Sometimes, more: beholding unto memory than 
invention, he delighted to expreſs himſelf in the bare Verſes of Homer. 
But that he principally affeted Poetry, and that the Prieſt not onely or 
always compoſed his proſal raptures into Verſe, ſeems plain from his 
necromantical Prophecies, whilſt the dead Head in Phlegon delivers a long 
Prediction in Verſe ; and at the railing of the Ghoſt of Commedns unto 
Ciracalla, when none of his Anceſtours would ſpeak, the divining Spirit 
verſitied his infelicities 3 correſponding herein to the gre of elder 
times who conceived not onely a Majeſty but ſomething of Divinity in 
Poerry, and as in ancient times the old Theologians delivered their inven- 
LIONS. 

Some critical Readers might expe& in his oraculous Poems a more than 
ordinary (traia and true ſpirit of Apollo; not contented to find that Spirits 
make Verſes like Men, beating upon the filling Epithet, and taking the 
licence of diale&s and lower helps, common to humane Poetry ; wherein, 
tince Scaliger, who hath _ none of the Greeks, hath thought it wiſedom 
to be filenc, we ſhall make no excurſ1on. 

Others may wonder how the curioſity of elder times, ning. ge oppor- 
tunity of his Anſwers, omitted Natural Queſtions ; or how the old Magi- 
cians diſcovered no more Philoſophy ; and if they had the affitance of 
Spirits, could reſt content with the bare aſſertions of things, without the 
knowledge of their cauſes; whereby they had made their Acts iterable by 
ſober hands, and a Cn part of Philoſophy. Many wiſe Divines hold 
a reality in the wonders of the Agyptian Magicians, and that thoſe magna/a 
which they performed before Pharaob were not mere deluſions of Sen(e. 
Rightly to underſtand how they made Serpents out of Rods; Froggs and 
Bloud of Water, were worth half Por:a's Magick. 

Hermolaus Barbarus was \carce in his wits, when, upon conference with 
a Spirit, he would demand no other queſtion than the explication of 4ri- 
fetle's Emtelecheia, Appion the Grammarian, that would raiſe the Ghoſt of 
Homer to decide the Controverſie of his Country, made a frivolous and 
pedantick uſe of Necromancy. Phileftratxs did as little, that call'd up the 
Ghoſt of Achilles for a particular of the Story of Troy, Smarter curioſities 
would have beenart the great Elixir, the Flux and Reflux of the Sea, with 
other noble obſcurities in Natyre 3 but probably all in vain : in matters cog- 
noſcible and framed for our diſquifition, our Induſtry muſt be our Oracle, 
and Reaſon our Apelle. $ 
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Not to know things without the Arch of our iatellectuals, or what Spirits 
vs rome is the imperfettion of our naturenot our knowledge, and rather 
Cience t orance in man. Revelation might render a great part of 
the Creation caſte, which now ſeems beyond the ſtretch of humane indaga- 
tion; and welcome no doubt from good hands might be a true Almageft, and 
t celeſtial conſtruction : a clear Syſteme of the planetical Bodies of che 
invifible and ſeeming uſeleſs Stars unto us, of the many Suns in the eighr 
Sphere, what they are, what they contain, and to what more immediately 
thoſe ſtupendious Bodies are ſerviceable. But being not hinted in the 
authentick Revelation of God, nor known how far their diſcoveries are 
ſtinted 3 if they ſhould come unto us from the mouth of evil Spirits, the 
belief thereof might be as unſafe as the enquiry.

Polydore Virgil delivereth that Pleurifies were rare in England, who lived 
but in the days of Henry the Eighth, Some will allow no Dilcaſes to be new, others 
think that many old ones are ceaſed; and that ſuch which are eſteemed new, will 
have but their ime: However, the Mercy of God hath ſcattered the great heap 
| of Diſeaſes, and not loaded any one Country with all : ſome may be new in one 
| : Country which have been old in another. New Diſcoveries of the Earth diſcover 
| new Diſeaſes: for befides the common ſwarm, there are endemial and local In- 
firmities proper unto certain Regions, which in the whole Earth make no ſmall 
It number : and if Aſia, Africs, and Americs ſhould bring in their Liſt, Pandoras 
| Box would ſwell, and there muſt be a ſtrange Pathology.

To live at the 
rate of the old World,- when ſome could ſcarce remember themſelves young, may 
afford-no better digeſted Death than a more moderate period. Many A have 
thought 1t an Happineſs to have had their lot of Life in ſome notable Conjun- 
tures of Ages paſt ; but the uncertainty of future Times hath rempted few to make 
a part in Ages to come. And ſurely, he that hath taken the true Altitude of 
Things, and rightly calculated the degenerate ſtate of this Ape, is not like to en- 
vy thoſe that ſhall hve in the next, much lefs three or tour hundred Years hence, 
when no Man can comfortably imagine whac Face this World will carry : and 
therefore ſince every Age makes a ſcp unto the end of all things, and the Scripture 
affords ſo hard a Charadter of the laſt Times ; quiet Minds will be content with 
their Generacions, and rather bleſs Ages paft than be ambitious of thoſe co come.
